PARIS, Deo 22.—A new coal agree- 
ment between Germany and the allies 
to follow the Spa agreement which 
terminates the end of January, has 
| virtually been fintshed by the repar- 
ations commission and already has 
received the, approval of most of the 
countries conceriied uider the new 
agrement which Germany must pro- 
vide a minimum of 2,000,000 tons 
without any special compensation as 
Is the case with the Spa agreement. 

France's sharé of this amount which 
heretofore has jyeen almost three- 
fourths will be somewhat less, her 
share decreasing as the devastated 
mines of France are restored. Pro- 
duction from the. French mines 


wrecked has been increased by almost 
100 000 tons monthly. 

The discussions af the reparations 
commission revealed it to be the 
opinion of the Allied experts that the 
coal shortage crisis of Europe has 
definitely passed, due partly to the 
increase of production in Great Brit- 
alne 

France and Germany and also in- 
dustrial depression which has permit- 
ted the mafority of Puropean coun- 
ries to conserve stocks which avail- 
able German production of coal is in- 
creasing steadily, Germany can 
easily furnish the Allies large quanti- 
ties, the only difficulty foreseen being 
those of transportation.

At a largely attended annual meet- 
ing of the ehareholders of the Ed- 
monton exhibition pssoclation held 
in the civic fblock Wednesday, di- 
rectors for the coming year were ap- 
pointed, accounts for the mast year 
were received and the general busi- 
ness of the year was reviewed. 

Twelve directors are elected by the 
shareholders to the board of directors 
jand thirteen are appointed by the 
city councii, Those elected by the 
shareholders are A. B, Campbell, who 
jagain heads the list for votes receiv- 
jed; G. H. Cresswell; G. R. Ball; Jos. 
Driscoll; A, R. GiNtes; C. H. Grierson; 
|Chas. May; J. R. McIntosh; Frank 
Pike; J, C, Sherry; D. W. Warner; 
W. R. West. The appointees of the 
city council to complete the board 
will be decided at the next meeting of 
the council, after which, at a full 
meeting of the directorate, officers 
for the coming year will be elected. 

Operations of the exhibition board 
|for the year slowed a deficit of $4,- 
1600  # According to the statement of 
the auditor, the expenditure for the 
spring show was $22,892, and the 
revenue $21 467, or a loss of $1,415. 
| xpenditures in connection with the 
summer exhibition were $90,8'7, and 
réceipts $108,102. Administration 
expenditure was $22.345 and receipts 
$1,920, making the to expenditure 
for the year $186,114 and receipts 
$131 500. There was increased prize 
jmoney offered both the spring and 
}summer shows, and all costs had ad- 
| Paroees Liquid aswets were shown as 
approximately $25,000 
jate Malbilities as $16,000, leaving an 
lavallabie Hquid eurphus of $10,000. 

A donvyparative statement of dhe 
expenditures shows that the prize 
money expended at the spring show 
was $12,120, as compared with §$8,- 
007 last year, and the iprize money 
expended at the summer exh‘bition 
|was $21,435 as compared with $1), 
| 197 last year. Other items in the ex- 
penditure list show that the print- 
jing cost $4610 compared with $3,- 
|167 last year; advertising $6131 com 
pared wiiis $3,594 last year; light, 
fuel, and water $2 329 compared with 
$1,500 last year and cieaning and 
sprinkling fairgrounds $1,050 com- 
|pared with $359 jast year. These 
are only a few.of the items out of the 
list. ‘There was also the Office rent 
of $1,272 whiclf is the first time that 
\the exhibitian office has been charg- 
ed office rent, also a ‘contribution of 
$1500 was made by the association 
towards the cost of erecting a check 
room at Borden Park. 

In hie report the city auditor makes 
suggestions on which the expenditure 
might be curtailed and these include 
wages, iprint!ng, advertising decora- 
tion, “locomotion and entertainment. 

The reports of the manager were 
accepted with dittle.comment and the 
date set for the next annual meeting 
was Dec. 21, 1921.

production. Not only did Alberta win 
(he highest awards in oats, but 'n 
peas as well, In barley, however, Al- 
berta only took two awards, This was 
not because high class barley was not 
srown, but merely because it was not 
ehown, He also strongly urged the 
farmers to grow regis.ered  see.l. 
Seed of all tae common grains and 
most grasses are being grown by 
farmers throughout the province 
from registered seed distributed by 
the University to farmers through 
the Alberta Seed Growers associa- 
tions, and he pointed out that w:thin 
the ‘coming year tne University ex- 
pected to d'stribute enough seed on 
one new variety of red clover which 
was eriginated at Edmonton to Brow, 
over. fifieen acres of that crop. 

The variety is known as Nattas| 
wede” and arrangementa are being 
made to distribute enough seed to 
each farmer to grow an acre, This 
will not only test out the clover under 
field couditiongs but will permit of 
obtaining the largest quantity of seed 
in. the ehortest time. Arrangements 
are being made to clean and hull the 
seed for the farmers at the University. 

Plowing Matches 

Prof. Smith spoke briefly on the 
value of plowing matches and oui- 
lined some metiods of conducting! 
them, The success of any match, he 
pointed out depended largely upon 
the manner in whioh the flelds were 
laid out. The value of a plowing 
match was by no means small. Farm- 
ers not only hed an opportunity to 
learn tne methods of striking out ete.

setting and handling of the plows,

The Manchester Guardian's 

special correspondent at Geneva

The ire of the reporter was evi- 
dently aroused by the refusal of 
the Canadian delegation to fall in 
with the socialistic scheme to 
‘‘pool’’? the natural resources of 
the world under control of the 
League of-Nations. If so his use 
of the word ‘‘ferocious’’ has a cer- 
tain appropriateness to the ques- 
tion. It may not aptly describe 
the stand of Mr. Rowell and Mr. 
Doherty, whose critics have not 
hitherto thought of accusing thein 
of anything resembling ferocity. 
But it certainly does adequately 
indicate the state of mind ixat 
would prevail in Canada if these 
gentlemen had failed to make 
plain that the pooling scheme 
would not ‘‘go’’ so far as this 
country was concerned. 

The League conference seems to 
have concerned itself with almost 
everything anybody thought about 
that was irrelevant to tle busi: 
ness for which.a League is needed 
or may be useful. And of all the 
subjects dragged in for debate in 
that assemblage by bolsheviks of 
one brand and another the pooling 
scheme was at once the most fool- 
ish and the most dangerous. It 
may. be that Canadians deserve re- 
proach from the Guardian, and the 
advanced school of political lun- 
acy for which it speaks, on the 
ground of ‘‘parochialism.’’ What 
is certain is that Canadians know

Wilkinson, of Man- 
chester, one of ten women who inves- 
tigated conditions in Ireland for the 
Women's International league, de- 
clared that if a referendum were tak- 
en it would be foumd that the “mass 
of Iiritish opinion was not behind the 
government in its present policy to- 
wards Ireland.” 

Mrs Arnote Robinson, also of Man- 
chester, joined her in the declaration 
that while the British public hardly 
was ready to accept the Sinn Fein 
plan of a republic, “Ireland can be 
won yet,” if the government adonis a 
as neere policy. Both women inditat- 
ed their belief that dominion 
rule woul! prove the final solution of 
the Irish question.
